Four dave the Portla was penned In huge
arotio floes in plain sight of St, Johns, un-
able to move. It managed to escapa by the
marest accldont. Many other craft, several
of them relief veseels, sent by the Cana-
dian government to =uccor destitute fNsher-
men, had to abandon  thelr errands  of
mercy and return to St. Johns, where they
weord still In the lee when the Portla strug-
gled Into clear water,

Closn to where the Portia lay the big
stoamship Virginla was locked tight. It
had been sent noth by the Canadian gove
ernment with fooq for the starving fishor-
men, but a short distance up the coust It
found the route securely Hlocked amid  was
foresd to return to port to prevent belng
leobound all winter, Before its departiire
news had  reached St Johns that unleas ns-
Bistanco was promptly dispatehed the un-
[o;'lurmllu Inhabltants would soon be beyvond
relief.

Among the detained fleet at St. Johna
were oo dozen or more salllng veseels, Toadey
with codfish for England and  Brazil. The
otreets of Bt Jolins were rendered impae-
sable, the rallroads suspended work and the
poor. were suffering through hunger and|
cold.  Prices of food had advanced unti
they wore boyvond the reach of the poor.

When the Portia wes working ite  way
out to sea it wag clogely followed by the
bark Flora, and these two vessels were the
only enes that succeeded in  leaving St
Johus,  Several miles off shore the DPortia
passed the steamer Grand Loake, fast in the
lee and  In a  perilous  condition. The
steamer Virginin was  roleased  from  its
periloun positian after the departure of the
Partia from St. Johus, and the position of
the rest of the distressed fleet has  been
roperted by telegraph to be relieved.
